Its fate, therefore, is not likely 
to have decisive effec’s on the 
fighting in this vicinity, where the 
Germans are pressing forward in 
the hope of cutting the main 
Leningrad-Moscow railway.

The fighting at Gomel seems to 
be very serious and unofficial re- 
ports reaching Lordon = suggest 
the Russians may have to fall 
back in this region to improve 
their position with relation to 
Kiev.

“The justice and humanity 
advocated by Britain, France 
and the United States after the 
last war,” says the book, “was 
nothing more than a pretext to 
justify their own egoistic posl- 
tion.” 


As a revolt against this old 
order, the book continues, fascism 
arose in Italy and nazism in Ger- 
many, the alms of which are “to 
eradicate the evils of utilitarian- 
ism, liberalism, and individualism 
and thereby save humanity.” 

Meanwhile. the book says, “the 
outbreak of the Manchurian Inci- 
dent was an explosion in our 
national life which had long been 
oppressed.” 


Turning Point 


With this incident as a turning 
point, Japan embarked on the 
creation Of a moral world, mak- 
ing the first step toward construc- 
tlon of a New Order. The book 
concludes that “this is a de- 
monstration of the lofty. everlast- 
ing spirit on which the Empire 
was founded.” eon 

Quite aside from its appraisal 
of Japan’s own policy, the book 
obviously was conceived in the 
first totalitarian ccstasy that 
awept the country after German 
victories In the West a year ago 
and which resulted In the s¢c- 
ond Konoye Cabinet and the 
Triple Alfiance.

Two women were each 
sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude at the Old 
Bailey on a charge under 
the Defence Regulations. 


Both women — one a tall, 
attractive blonde, 30, and the 
other a middle-aged woman with 
‘greying hair — had pleaded 
guilty to an indictment charg- 
ing them “with intent to assist 
the enemy, doing an act likely 
to assist the enemy In com- 
municating unauthorised infor. 
malon.” 


The trial had been held in 
camera behind the blue-curtained 
windows of the closely guarded, 
court. 

The women were Gertrude 
Blount Hiscox, 30, of no occupa- 
tion, and Noran Lavinia Briscoe, 
40, a housewife.

The Gestapo has carried out the 
largest round-up for — several 
nonths, More than 1,000 Czechs 
have been arrested in’ Bohemia 
od Moravia and sent to concen- 
tration camps at Buchenwald and 
Breslau. 

Among them were many pro- 
minent Czechs, including the ubpi- 
versity professor Vaclav Halfert, 
ihe former deputy Richter, a 
director of the Zbrojoka arma- 
ment works in Brno, many county 
icia’s, railway officers, and pro- 
vincial Sokol Jeaders All have 
been subjected to brutal examina- 
tions. 

The Gestapo claims that) the 
action was a heavy blow against 
President  Benes's 
organisation, Czechoslovak — cir- 
cles in’ London, however, — state 
that the contact witb their under- 
ground organisation has nut been 
interrupted. 

At the same time, President

NAZIS EXECUTE) 
80,000 SER 
TURKEY HEARS 


| Guerilla warfare by Serbian 
irregular Chetniks continues in 
Serbia, Bosnia and parts of Mace- 
donia despite countless execu- 
tions, imprisonments and German 
warnings that 100 Serbs will be 
killed for every German or Croat 
shot by Chetniks, according to 
information reaching foreign 
military cireles in Ankara, 


The latest incident, according to 
the reports, :oncerned a band of 
more than 200 Serbian — soldiers 
led by Chetnik officers that des- 
cended upon Belanovica, Serbia, 
fifty kilometres (a kilometre is 
621 of a metre) northwest of 
,Kragujevac, seized more than a 
ton of foodstuffs and ammunition 
from warehouses and escaped into 
the Bosnian Mountains without 
a single casualty. 


This attack was staged during 
the past month, itis reported, and 
was executed during the space of 
a few hours during which the 
“Serbian soldiers annihilated the 
guards posted about the food 
;warehouses and killed several 
German sentries near by. 


More than 80,000 Serbs have 
been executed by German and 
‘Croat firing squads and hangmen, 


according to the information from | 


Serbia. These reports are sub- 
stantiated in some cases by photo- 
graphs illustrating the bodies of 
men and women hanged at Pan- 
chevo, opposite Belgrade on the 
Danube, and elsewhere in connec- 
tion with the Serbian  guerilc 
warfare and sabotage. 


Eye witness reports from Serbs, 


reaching Turkey, from the photo- 
graphs and from diplomatic sour- 
ces indicate that while the majority 
of executions have been carried 
out by shooting out of hand. be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 have been 
killed by hanging. 

In most cases the victims were 
hanged by short ropes thrown 
over tree trunks and looped about 
the necks of the Serbians, after 
which the Germans forced their 
prisonerg to mount a small, 
kick the. bricks 
away. The Serbs died by strangl- 
ing, sometimes after an hour or 
more. More than‘200 Serbs, in- 
cluding an Orthodox priest, were 
hanged in this manner , in .Vrsatz,. 
it was_reported, Another Serbian

FRENCH PRISONERS: 
TELL HATE OF NAZIS 


Hand-ptcked as they are by the 
Nazi authorities before being 
released from German internment 
camps, French war prisoners were 
sajd by an Ameican who sampled 
their opinions on their return to 
France to be bitterly opposed to 
collaboration with Germany, 


The American said he talked 


With. u number -of. the repatriated. 


vrisoners of war in the station of 
St. Etienne, where a group of 500 
were on their way home from 
Germany. 


The officer in charge of the 
group, when asked his opinion 
on collaboration with the Nazis. 
replied hotly: 


“It is impossible to collaborate 
with such people. They must be 
destroyed." 


The officer added that his feel- 
‘ing was sheared by all the men 
with him. He disclosed that he 
had been in an internment camo 
in Silesia and that the treatment 
which they had suffered had made 
every Frenchman an irreconcil- 
able enemy of the Germans, The’

The Germans say everything is going suc- 
cessfully according to plan. The Russians say 
desperate fighting is proceeding along the 
whole front, especially at Gomel. 


Only important news was con- 
tained in Monday night’s Russian 
admitting that 
Novgorod had been evacuated. 

The Germans claimed this place 
four days ago and the Russian 
udmission suggests the Germans 
hive consolidated their advance 
here. 


Novgorod is a railway junc- 
tion north of Lake IIlmen but it 
ia doubtful whether any rall- 
Ways are of much uSe go close 
to the front line. 

Its fate, therefore, is not likely 
to have decisive effec's on the 
fighting in this vicinity, where the 
€rmans are pressing forward in 
the hope of cutting the main 
Leningrad-Moscow railway. 


Gomel Fighting 


The fighting at Gomel seems to 
be very serious and unofficial re- 
ports reaching~Lordun — suggest 
the Russians may have to fall 
back in this region to improve 
‘heir position with relation to 
Kiev.

Russian Communique 


The following Is the text of 
the Russian midnight communi- 
que issued by the Soviet Informa- 
tion Bureau:— 


“During August 26 our troops 
stubbornly fought the enemy 
along the whole front. > 

“According to precise data now 
available in the course of August 
24, 63 German ‘planes were des- 
troyed and not 46 as previously 
reported. During August 25, 93 
German ’planes were destroyed. 
We lost 18 ‘planes. 

“During the last two days So- 
viet airmen guarding the ap- 
proaches to Leningrad have 
brought down in air combat and 
destroyed on aerodrome’s 101 
Fascist aircraft." — Reuter.

President Roosevelt has 
decided to send a military 
mission to China. 


This was disclosed by the 
Chinese Ambassador in Washing- 
ton after he had visited the 
President yesterday. 


The Ambassador indicated that 
the mission, which will be head- 
ed by Brigadier-General John 
Magruder, would investigate the 
Chinese need for American mili- 
tary supplies and possibly also 
strategic problems involved in the 
Sino-Japanese War. : 

“The President and I dis- 
cussed tlargely China's defence 
needs and the President as- 
sured me that China’s require- 
ments were not left out at the 
historic conference on the high 
seas,” the Ambassador declare 
od.

GLIMPSE OF DAYLIGHT 


I Fly With The 


Cinderellas 


For three days I have lived --— 
and flown -- with the Cinderellas 
of the Royal Air Force. 

Most people wouldn't think they 
were Cinderellus, these men of 
the Coustal Command, though 
certainly their exploits are less 
spectacular —- or less publicised 
than those of the Fighter and 
Bomber Commands 

Only a short time ago a Coastal 
Command ‘pléne hit a German 
pocket battleship with a torpedo; 
before that. the sinking of — the 
and the successful uat- 
tacks on the Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisenau at Brest had been 
largely due to their spotting. 

Still, they're Cinderellas. The 
description isn't mine, but that 
of a 2!-year-old pilot of the Com- 
mand, who told me that most of 
their activities were merely “spade 
work.” 

But In my flights with the 
Coastal Command J had more than 
enough excitement. 

A brief introduction to the crew 
and then through the prelimin- 
aries. To the operational room, 
where the crew are “briefed” — 
given details of the flight and| 
navigational instructions, and then | 
to the crews’ room to get flying 
equipment.

AFTER A YEAR of labour, the Japanese Min- 
istry of Education in Tokyo has just compiled a 
new text-book entitled “The Way of the Subjects of 
the Emperor” that is intended for distribution to 


the high schools and colleges as well as to 


generally. 
The book is designed 


the public 


to present pupils with a 


picture of modern history as seen through official 


Japanese eyes to provide 


a basis for practising the 


“tao” or “way” of subjects. 


As reprinted in the newspaper 


' “Asaht”, the “way of subjects" is 


defined in one sentence: ‘The 
way of subjects of the Emperor 
lies in assisting to maintain the 
prosperity of the Imperial Reign, 
coeyval with heaven and — earth,’ 
But, according to the book, — the 
importation of European and 


H| American culture and the adop- 


lion of individualism, utilitarian. 
ism and materialisn’ since the 
dawn of the Meiji Era (following 
the so-called “Restoration” )- have 
greatly impaired the good customs 
and traditions of Japan. 
The authors, however, see a 
* penascence of the national spirit 
since the outbreak of the Man- 
churian Incident, but they doubt 
that full consciousness of the 
principles of national policy and 
the duty of subjects are really 
prevalent among the people or 
are manifested in their dafly 
life. They, therefore, declare: 


Service To State 


“The most urgent and most im- 
mediate necessity for our coun- 
try is to eliminate European and 
American ideas of utilitarianism 
and, enfurce the way of subjects, 
the first alm of which is service 
to the State.” 


“The Justlce and humanity 
advocated by Britain, France 
and the United States after the 
last war,” says the book, ‘‘was 
nothing more than a pretext to 
justify their own egolstic posi- 
tion.” 


As a revolt against this old 
order, the book continues, fascism 
arose in Italy and nazism in Ger- 
many, the aims of which are “to 
eradicate the evils of utilitarian- 
ism, liberalism, and individualism 
and thereby save humanity.” 

Meanwhile, the book says, ‘the 
outbreak of the Manchurian Inci- 
dent was an explosion” in our 
national life which had long been 
oppressed,” 


Turning Point 


With this incident as a turning 
point, Japan embarked on the 
creation of a moral world, “*mak- 
ing the first step toward construc- 
tion of a New Order. The book 
concludes that “this is a de- 
monstration of the lofty, everlast- 
ing spirit on which the Empire 
was founded.” 


Quite aside from its appraisat 
of Japan’s own policy, the brok 
obviously was conceived in the 
first totalitarian ecstasy that 
swept the country after German 
victories In the West a year ago 
and which resulted in the sec- 
ond Konoye Cabinet and the 
Tripte Alilance. 


Since then,: totalitarian 
enthusiasm has been cooling down 
to the point ‘that-its exponents 
have. been swept out of all gov.

(By A Czech Correspondent) 

The latest news from 
the Czech Protectorate 
reveals that a determined 
new effort is being made 
by the Nazis to subjugate 
the Czechs and to break 
their stubborn resistance 
to German rule. 


The Gestapo has carried out the 
largest round-up for several 
months. More than 1,000 Czechs 
have been arrested in Bohemia 
and Moravia and sent to concen- 
tration camps at Buchenwald and 
Breslau. 

Among them were many pro- 
minent Czechs, including the uni- 
versity professor Vaclav Halfert, 
the former deputy Richter, a 
director of the Zbrojoka = #rma- 
ment works in Brno, many county 
officials, railway officers, and pro- 
vinelal Sokol leaders All have 
been subjected to brutal examina- 
tions. 

The Gestapo claims that the 
action was a heavy blow against 
President Benes'’s underground 
organisation. Czechoslovak cir- 
cles in London, however, state 
that the contact with their under- 
ground organisation has not been 
interrupted. 

At the same time, President 
Hacha, the puppet leader of the 
Czechs, has announced in Prague 
a far-reaching reshuffle of the 
leaders. of the National Solidarity 
Organisation, the only Czech party 
\ the Nazis allowed to be formed

We draw a merciful veil over 
the play of the hand, for South 
wriggled and squirmed but still 
wis set three tricks. He complain- 
ed about the fearful breaks, but 
North accurately pointed out that 
the North-South cards would 
produce nine tricks only if the 
breaks were very good. It was a 
little unlucky to be doubled and 
lose 800 pvints on the hand, but 
South had been warned by the 
bidding. Instead of insulting’ his 
partner's intelligence by bidding 
three no-trump, he could have bid 
three diamonds and left to North 
a decision which properly be- 
longed only to him. 

It should have been 
that North didn’t 
at no-trump when he bid three 
clubs; if he liked no-trump, he 
could have bid two or three no- 
trump right then and there. South 
had already told his story by bid- 
ding his two suits, so should have 
shown a preference for diamonds 
and allowed North to decide 
where the hand ought to play. 

As it happened, North would 
have passed three diamonds—and 
would have 
contract. But three diamonds 
would not have been doubled and 
North would probably — have 
managed to bring in seven or 
eight tricks at a diamond con- 
tract. Even a_ good partner- 
ship may have to lose a hundred 
or two hundred points on an un- 
lucky hand; but the big loss tn 
to-day’s hand was caused by 
South's jnsistence on making all

To test the anaesthetic qualities 
of a drug, Mr. C. Chalmers, a 
chemist, of Muswell Hill, N.. built 
a make-shift apparatus und 
anaesthetised himself, 


He carefully noted his sensa- 
tions and the after-effects. 


Now the drug — an old one, 
called trichlorethylene—has been 
used for some of the commoner 
major operations on air-raid cas- 
ualties and ‘other pattents. 


‘Adequate Recognition’ 


In the “British Medical Jour- 
nal," Mr. Charles Hadfield, con- 
sulting anaesthetist to St. Bartho~ 
lomew's Hospital, London, tells 
how he and his colleague, Mr. 
Langton Hewer, senior anaesthe- 
tist, decided, after receiving the 
facts from Chalmers, to under- 
take an investigation into the 
anaesthetic properties of the drug. 

Mr. Hadfield states that he 
wishes to secure, “adequate re- 
cognition of the unusual part 
taken by Mr. Chalmers.” 


He writes: ‘Mr. Chalmers ex- 
plained tu me that, not being a 
medical nan. the only subject he 
could experiment upon Was him- 
self, In general his report 
tallied closely—so far as it went, 
with Mr. Hewer’s later findings. 


“It ts not suggested 
present knowledge of  trichlor- 
ethylene warrants its recommen- 
dation as an inhalation anaesthe- 
tic. At the same time, the drug 
appears to have enough good 
qualities to render a more ex- 
hauStive investigation profitable.”

“Frowned Upon’’ 


The statement issued from the 
Public Relations Officer of the 
Southern Command sald that the 
practice of wives of officers and 
men living permanently in de- 
fence areas near operational 
troops is frowned upon, 

It added that the practice of 
wives living in requisitioned bil- 
le ing quarters is forbidden, be- 
cause thls would mean that the 
wives would be living at the 
expense of the ratepayers.

“In some cases when a mun is 
going through a course of train- 
ing that requires intense mental 
and physical concentration it may 
be inadvisable for him to attempt 
to lead a domestic exis‘ence, and 
a commanding officer may dis- 
courage the idea,” 

Clearly there is an immense no 
man's land between the two offl- 
cial points of view, wo ono man's 
land dotted with troop concentra. 
tions which are neither in defence 
areas nor are they “s‘atic’ train- 
ing schools, 

Here it seeins the

sider that a soldier cannot have a 
domestic life in what is, after all, 
ithe fighting line—even if it hap- 
pens to be for the moment a peace- 
ful English village.

NAZIS EXECUTE} non 
80,000 SERBS, 
TURKEY HEARS 


Guerilla warfare by Serbian 
irregular Chetniks continues in 
Serbia, Bosnia und parts of Mace- 
donia despite countless execu- 
tions, imprisonments and German 
warnings that 100 Serbs will be 
killed for every German or Croat 
shot by Chetniks, according to 
information reaching foreign 
‘military circles in Ankara. 

The latest incident, according to 
the reports, concerned a band of 
more than 200 Serbian soldiers 
‘led by Chetnik officers that des- 
cended upon Belanovica, Serbia, 
fifty kilometres (a kilometre is 
621 of a metre) northwest OL 
Kragujevac, seized omore than a 
ton of foodstuffs and ammunition 
from warchouses and escaped into 
the Bosnian Mountains without 
a single casualty. 

This attack was staged during 
the past month, itis reported, and 
was executed during the space of 
a few hours during which the 
Serbian soldiers annihilated the 
guards posted about the fuod 
warehouses and killed several 
German sentries near by. 

More than 80,000 Serbs have 
been executed by German and 
Croat Hring squads and hangmen 
according to the information from 
Serbia. These reports are sub- 
stantiated in some cases by photo. | 
graphs ilustrating the bodies of 
men and women hanged at Pan- 
chevo, opposite Belgrade on the 
Danube, and elsewhere in connec- 
tion with the Serbian guerilla 
warfare and sabotage. 

Eye witness reports from Serbs 
reaching Turkey, from the photeo- 
graphs and from diplomatic sour- 
ces indicate that while the majority 
‘of executions have been carried 
out by shooting out of hand, be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 have been 
killed by hanging. 

In most cases the victins were 
‘hanged by short ropes thrown 
lover tree trunks and looped about 
ithe necks of the Serbians, after 
jwhich the Germans forced their 
prisoners to mount a smal] pile 
of bricks—then kick the bricks 
away. The Serbs died by strangl- 
ing, sometimes after an hour or 
more. More than 200 Serbs, in- 
cluding an Orthodox priest, were 
hanged in this manner in Vrsatz, 
it was reported. Another Serbian 
Orthodox priest and fifteen fol- 
lowers were reported hanged at 
Panchevo. 
| Resistance, nevertheless, contin- 
ues, it is reported, and there is 
fighting all night long in Belgrade. 
Banja Luka in Bosnia and in 
; Montenegro- -especially in the 
‘Vicinity of Berani and in South- 
ern Serbian villages and com- 
munities, the reports stated.
